What is Art? 

Art can mean a lot of things. It can be anything that people 
create to be beautiful and interesting, or to express feelings 
and ideas. One of the main reasons in creating art is for people 
to take a look and appreciate its appearance. 


Visual art is a kind of art that is made for looking at, unlike art 
for listening to (music) or reading (literature). It can be made 

of different materials. Almost anything visible can be used for 
visual art. Some visual artists have even used their own bodies 
for art by dressing up or doing things in front of an audience to 
send a visual message or create a live 3D artwork. But don’t get 
confused. This is different from theater and dance, which most 
people call “performing arts.” 


If you consider yourself a visual artist, you may use a variety 
of materials to create art for people to look at. An art material 
is known as a medium (plural: media). 


What Are Some Kinds 
of Visual Art? 


Now we know that we call artworks that can be seen with our eyes 
as visual arts. The most widely used forms of this are painting 
and drawing, sculpture, and photography, falling under two main 
classifications: two-dimensional and three-dimensional. 
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Two-Dimensional Art 


Any picture or design made on a flat 
surface is called two-dimensional 

or 2D visual art. You make this kind 
of art by drawing with pens, pencils, 
crayons, or pastels. You may also use 
paints. Some artists may also draw 
with charcoal —a special kind for 
drawing, not the one that’s used 

for barbecue cookouts!

Art can also be made by gluing pieces 

of paper on a surface. This is called collage. 
You can also make a collage with other flat 
things besides paper, like leaves. 


2D art isn’t always on paper. It can be made 
entirely out of loose, unframed cloth. This is 
called textile art. Artists can weave designs 
in cloth, embroider to decorate it with threads 
or sew patches on, which is called appliqué. 
You might say appliqué is the textile version 
of acollage.

Let's make our own print! 


Look for things that have a 
raised pattern like coins or thick, 
dried up leaves or a dishwashing 
sponge. If you don’t have any 

of these, you may also try 
wrapping some yarn around 

a flat cardboard to make raised 
lines on it. Apply some paint on 
these surfaces and quickly lay 

a piece of paper on it while it’s 
wet to make an instant print. 
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Did you know you can also 
draw on metal? This is 
called engraving. You can 
also stamp designs into 
metals, which is called 
embossing. 


Engraved metal plates or 
carved wood, rubber, or 
linoleum blocks can be 
used to make prints. Ink is 
spread on the raised parts 
of the design and printed 
on paper.

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Art can also be made using 
a computer program and 
printed. These are called 
digital prints. 


Clay and ceramics can be 
painted on. You can also 
use ceramic tiles to make 
designs and pictures. 

This medium is called 
mosaic. Kite Day is a tile 
mosaic made of a different 
material: repurposed foil 
capsules. 


You can combine several of 


these methods in creating 
one work. It is then called 
mixed media.

Three-Dimensional Art 


Art isn’t always flat. 
Sometimes a figure is 
made on a flat surface but 
it rises out of the surface. 
This is called relief.

Many useful things are also considered art, 
especially if they are creatively designed. 
Pots, baskets, and even clothes can be 
considered art if they are made to please 
the eye as well as be useful. 
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When you can walk all around a figure, it is a sculpture. 


Reliefs and sculptures can be made out of many 
materials. They can be molded from clay or plaster. 
They can also be carved from wood or stone or shaped 
from metal. You can put together any objects to make 
a relief or sculpture. This is called junk art. 


If a sculpture is in a three-dimensional 
space that you can walk through, it is 
called installation art. An installation 
is an arrangement of objects that 
sends a message. At times you are 
allowed to touch an installation or 
even do things to it. Make sure you 
only do this if you are told you can. 


Three-dimensional art that is hung 
above you and moves around is called 
a mobile. 
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The Basic Elements and Design Principles of Visual Art 


Just as what the alphabet is to words, or wood is to carpenters, visual artists also have 
tools that help them create their thoughts, ideas, or dreams and form them into an 
artwork. These tools are called the basic elements of art — the “building blocks” for 
creating any artwork, whether big or small, flat or tall, round or pointy. These elements 
are line, shape, color, value, texture, form, and space. You may already be familiar with 
some of these. You'll see throughout the book how they are used in art. 


The Elements of Art

Starting from the simplest 
form, the first element of 
art is called line. This is 
defined as a mark made by 
any pointed tool, moving 
from one point to another. 


If grouped to create one 
flat surface, this will now 
be called shape. In visual 
arts, there are two kinds 

of lines (straight and 
curved ones) and two kinds 
of shapes (geometric, 
measurable shapes, 


and organic, naturally 
formed shapes). 
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Now, shapes that have more 


than a flat surface, can be 
viewed from many sides, 
and take up space and 
volume, are called form. 
Examples of form can be 
an actual statue or 3D 
shapes like a cone or cube.

Sometimes it may also be 
a flat drawing just made 
to look 3D with the use 
of dark and light shades 
called value. Another 
element of art, value is 
often used by artists to 
make a flat artwork seem 
to have height, shadowy 
parts, and highlights. 
This is usually done by 


using white or black colors. 


Next to value is the most 
dominant element of art, 
color. It is reflected light 
from the sun to our eyes 
that produces different 
hues. The best example 
of different hues can be 
found in a color wheel — 
usually used to show the 
different primary colors 
(red, blue, and yellow) 
and secondary colors 
(green, orange, and 
purple), A mixture of 
these two sets of colors 
produces tertiary colors. 
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Texture, a term that 
points to your artwork’s 
surface, has two kinds — Looks like 
it may be real texture ‘theteal thing! 
that you can touch in 
order to feel roughness 
or smoothness. Or it 
can be implied texture, 
wherein marks are 
made on a flat surface 
to suggest hardness, 
sliminess, scaliness, 

or glossiness. 


Last but not least is the 
space inside or outside 
an artwork. This element 
refers to the illusion 

of depth in an artwork, 
in which the foreground, 
middle ground, and 
background are defined. 


It's “SPACE,” 
get it? Ha-ha! 


These are called negative 
and positive space. 


There are many ways to combine these elements or these basic tools of art. Artists can 
best express their message to the viewers of their artworks by using certain methods 
in combining them. These are more commonly known as the principles of design— 
balance, contrast, emphasis, movement, pattern, rhythm, unity, and variety. 


Here's a quick look at these basic building blocks and steps. 
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The Basic Principles of Design 


There are different rules that artists can follow when combining the elements of art. 
These are commonly known as the principles of design —contrast, balance, emphasis, 
proportion, movement, rhythm, unity, and variety. 


Contrast refers to 
elements of art within

Another principle that works 
hand-in-hand with contrast 

is called emphasis, referring 
to the area within an artwork 
that draws interest or quickly 
catches our attention. In an 
artwork, it is usually the place 
a viewer looks first. 


Balance is just like a oy ae 
seesaw within an artwork, 
as it shows the distribution 
of visual weight within a 
masterpiece. One way to 
achieve this is by placing 
several small shapes 
opposite a single large 
shape.

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Another principle used 
closely with balance 

is proportion. It is the 
relationship between 
elements of various sizes 
within an artwork. Artists 
can use proportion to 
create sensations such as 
realism, depth, and drama. 


Movement and rhythm 
can both be identified with 
repetition of elements 

used. But the difference 
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is that movement refers 
to how an artist leads 

the viewer's eye toward a 
particular direction, while 
rhythm creates a visual 
tempo through repetition 
and alternation. 


Lastly, unity is a 

pleasing combination 

of similar-looking forms. 
Variety is the grouping 
together of visually 
different elements in order 
to create interest. Unity 
usually echoes to the 
viewer a sense of harmony 
and calmness, while 
variety usually conveys 
attention-grabbing 
conflict or inviting energy.

Look closely 
and you might find the different art and culture tools early Filipinos used to create their 
masterpieces before. 


Now we know that almost anything can be used to create an artwork, here's a list of art 
materials you might want to try and collect in your home.

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What Can Art Give Us? 
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In early times, art was only thought of as something for decoration or to show what 
things look like. But these days, visual art pertains to all art forms that help us feel 
different kinds of emotions, express ourselves, or tell others about ourselves and the 


things around us. 


Art Can Show Things as They Are 


Photography is actually also visual art. 
People find taking photographs useful 
because it easily captures things just as 
they are. 


Long before photography was invented, 
people were trying to record things the 
way they saw them. Art that is made 

to look like the actual thing is called 
realistic art. (The opposite of realistic art 
is abstract art. You'll learn more about it 
in Art Brings Out Ideas and Feelings). 


If you’ve tried to copy something from 
life, you'll know it’s not that easy. Many 
artists worked hard to develop their skills 
in painting realistically, especially in the 
days before color photography.

Photographers can draw attention to familiar 

objects and make you see them in a new way. Annie 
Pacafia-Lumbao took many pictures of power lines 

and combined some of them to make images like these. 
Using black and white helps them stand out more 

by emphasizing contrast. The repeating rhythm of the 
straight black lines is emphasized for a calming effect, 
though we normally see them as adding disorder to 

a natural landscape. 


She painted arrangements of fruits. A painting of an 
arrangement of objects like these is called still life. 
Paterno chose Filipino fruits and 
often painted them in outdoor 
settings. She made them not only 
look real, but also delicious!

She paints still lifes with 
beautiful embroidered 
cloths called calado.

how to make very realistic 
art. With her skill, she can 
make the details of the 
calado and other objects 
even more noticeable. 
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Q Juan Luna, Spoliarium 
Juan Luna's Spoliarium seems to tell a story too. Through movement, 
it leads our eye from one part of the painting to the other. We naturally 
tend to start looking at the left side of the painting. Here the large, 
arresting figure of the gladiator in red on the ground grabs our 
attention. The people on the left looking and pointing at him ensure he 
is the focus. Our eyes sweep the busy scene on the left quickly, then 
> the many lines of arms and bodies slanting to the right lead us to look 
more to that side, to the grieving woman. 
We get a sense of the violence 
and sadness from the red and 
black on the canvas. Different 
colors can be used to express 
different feelings. Warm colors — 
red, yellow, and orange —can be 
happy or angry depending on how 
bright they are. Can you see why 
Jose Joya’s painting is entitled 
Pagdiriwang or celebration?

Whether it shows an 
image from life or not, 

art can bring out ideas 
and feelings with the colors 
and lines used. This can 
be done through abstract 
art as well as images 

we recognize, like in 
Spoliarium. In photography, 
the brightness of the light 
and colors affects the 
mood, Paul Quiambao took 
this photo to show that 
there is hope and beauty 
after a storm. 


On one side the sky is blue 
which, along with green, 

is a cool color. Cool colors 
express quiet and sad 
emotions. Notice how the 
blue gives way to warm 
colors on the opposite side 
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of the photo. How do these 
colors of the sky help 
express the artist's idea? 


You can show in a painting 
something from real life 
and use colors, lines, 

and shapes that show 

how it makes you feel, 
even if that’s not exactly 
how it looked. Art that 
does not attempt to show 
images realistically 

is called abstract art. 

This is often done to 
express feelings, resulting 
in abstract expressionism. 
J, Elizalde Navarro captured 
the exciting movements 

of a dancer with wavy 

lines and a blur of bright 
colors in this abstract 
expressionist painting.

Some artists who are 
famous for abstract 
paintings are National 
Artists Jose Joya and 
Hernando R. Ocampo.

Pacita Abad made abstract 
designs in textile art as 
well as paintings. 


Line, a mark with greater length than width, 

can be used to express feelings. Lines can be 
horizontal, vertical, or diagonal; straight or curved; 
thick or thin. 


Wavy lines are lively. Jagged and zigzag lines can 
be angry or confusing. Straight lines feel calm and 
peaceful. Think about this when comparing these 3 
Orlina sculptures. How does each one make you feel?

Color is a very evident element of art in Dalisay’s works. 
Our brains interpret it in different shades and values. 

As mentioned before, it has three basic levels: primary, 
secondary, and tertiary. These levels can be pointed out 
in a color wheel where colors are the most basic. When 
each one is mixed with another primary shade, we have 
secondary colors. Red and blue, which are both primary, 
become violet, a secondary color. Blue and yellow turn 
into green, and yellow and red produce orange. Now, if 
primary and secondary colors are combined, they, in turn, 
produce the tertiary shades: red-violet, red-orange, blue- 
green, yellow-green, yellow-orange, and blue-violet.

LET’S MAKE ART! 
The Magic of Watercolor 


June Dalisay’s Forest shows the flowing 
effect of water and how the plants move 
with the blowing of the wind. Have you 
tried using watercolors before? 
Watercolor paint is easy to blend to create 
different colors, but very hard to control 
when it flows on paper. That's why 
watercolor artists are very, very careful 
when they paint on their paper. 


What You'll Need: 
+ watercolor paper or artboard 
with 230 gsm thickness or more 
* watercolor pencil / paint 
* brushes in different points and shapes 
* acup of water 


1. Practice some watercolor painting 
strokes on a draft paper. Choose a few 
paint colors that you like. Experiment 
with blending them with a little water. 
Try blending them too. Make sure your 
base is thick paper and not too thin 
because the paint may cause your 
sheet to tear easily once wet. 

What picture do you think you can 
paint with your colors?

2. Using your widest or biggest 
paintbrush, dip it in a cup of water 
and spread it on top of your thick 
paper / artboard / watercolor paper. 
Then, before the water dries up, drop 
a few watercolor drops on top of the 
water puddles. Watch how the paint 
spreads on your wet paper. Keep on 
adding color until the whole paper 
is covered with different shades 
of watercolor paint. If you are using 
a watercolor pencil, you may reverse 
the step by drawing some lines 
and shades on your paper and then 
covering it with your wet brush. Watch 
how the colors flow and combine. Let 
it dry. Feel free to add more colored 
marks once the first layer of colors has 
completely dried and see if the added 
layer creates more color combinations 
on your paper. 
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Art Tells Stories

National Artist Larry Alcala was known 
for his cartoon series, Slice of Life. 

His illustrations often featured funny 
little stories of ordinary Filipinos like in 
Sunday Morning. Which of the scenes in 
the illustration have you seen in real life? 
Which seem completely made up? 


Art can be used to tell real or invented 
stories in books. These are called 
illustrations. Some books don’t need 
words to tell the story. The art can tell 
the story all by itself.

Art can also tell well-known stories, like myths from other cultures or stories 
from the Bible. Common examples of these are Stations of the Cross found in churches. 
Places of worship often use art to remind people of events important to their faith. 


National Artist Vicente Manansala 
made large paintings of these for 

the Parish of the Holy Sacrifice in 

UP Diliman. This one tells the story 

of Pontius Pilate and Jesus. The people 
who asked Pilate to crucify Jesus can 
be seen outside. Pilate was told by his 
wife that she had a vision that Jesus 
was innocent, but he felt he had 

to listen to the people. He washes 

his hands to show he is not taking 
responsibility. He looks guiltily 

at Jesus, probably feeling like the slave 
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Vicente Manansala, 
Jesus ls Condemned by Pontius Pilate 


girl holding the water. Her head bowed, she looks burdened with the weight of the basin. 


Art that looks real but is as 
strange as a dream is called 
surrealist, like a painting by 
Maxine Syjuco called The 
Drowning Room 6. 


Try writing a story about this 
picture. Some questions you 
might try to answer in the 

story are: How did the room get 
flooded? Who is the figure with 
wings? Why is there an extra set 
of wings? Where did the paper 
boats come from? 
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How does this print, Alipin ng Gutom, by Leonilo Doloricon make you feel? 


In his print, Doloricon reminds us of a common 

problem — hunger. We are shown hardworking 

men carrying heavy sacks. Their ribs stick out, which 

means they don’t get enough to eat. The repeated 

curving shapes of the laborers show a constant rhythm. 

Their bent-over posture and the dark color emphasize 

the sadness of the situation. The dark figures stand out 

because of strong contrast. In this case it’s color — black against white. 


Art shows us problems and makes us feel the sadness and pain of those who experience 
them. By doing this, it can also move people to help solve these problems. 


In Brenda Fajardo's painting, she presents some of our country's problems under Martial 
Law using tarot cards or fortune-telling cards with symbols. The rectangles with 
pictures are arranged neatly, giving the painting symmetry or a type of balance where 
both halves are identical. With everything centering around a clear midpoint, the viewer's 
focus remains on the anguished figure in the center. 


The cards show symbols related to the 
central image. Some of these are familiar 
symbols like a skeleton for Death anda 
woman with a sword and scales for Justice. 
But who do you think the Sultan stands for? 
How about the Kabalyero (knight) and the 
different Kawal (troops)? 


Brenda Fajardo, Baraha ng Buhay Pilipino 
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As mentioned earlier, having their Siaeen = 
own pictures painted makes people 
feel important. Knowing this, we 
commission art featuring special 
people and events, and this keeps 
them in our memory. 


One of Juan Luna's first well-known 
paintings is The Blood Compact. 

He used his friends as models 

in painting this. His friend Jose Rizal 
was Sikatuna, whose back is towards 
us. Rizal also helped by telling him 
some historical facts to make the 
painting look right. Artists often need 
to research to know how they should 
represent things. National Artist 
Napoleon Abueva based a sculpture 
on this painting. Because it is 
three-dimensional, we can see 
Sikatuna's face this time!

On the picture on the left, Fajardo had to achieve balance in each mini picture as well as her 
entire canvas. Balance evenly distributes the visual weight of elements within a work. 
Several of the cards in Baraha ng Buhay Pilipino show fairly symmetrical balance, but most 
are asymmetrical or achieve balance despite not having matching sides. For instance, 

in Katatagan, there is a larger space on the left side that balances the detailed and colorful 
figure on the right side. 
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CHAPTER 3: WHAT CAN ART GIVE US? 


Carlos “Botong” Francisco, Filipino Struggles Through History 


National Artist Carlos “Botong” Francisco shows a different Blood Compact in his mural 
(a large wall painting) Filipino Struggles Through History. He showed the Katipunan’s 
version, along with other events and heroes of the Philippine Revolution. Can you find 
Rizal and Bonifacio? 


Eduardo Castrillo combined relief and 
sculptures in making the Bonifacio Shrine. 
How is the figure of Bonifacio here similar 
to Francisco's? How is it different? 


The shrine tells the story of Bonifacio's 
life. Can you identify some of the events? 
You can see in each event that the people 
are about the same size as each other. Eduardo Castrillo, Bonifacio Shrine 

But some groups use larger figures and of course there is the one supersized figure 

of Bonifacio. In each group, Castrillo realistically presented proportion. But he used 
different proportions for each group and an extremely contrasting one for Bonifacio 
with his bolo.

She makes use of the element of art value or the 
use of shadows and highlights. Notice the different green shades of the different trees 
and lush flora around the country. She also used the element of space to establish the 
foreground, middle ground, and background of the artwork. You can also see emphasis 
on the main image with bigger and bolder colors compared to the other elements around 
the artwork. 


Cajipe-Endaya used a lot of her prints to create her collage artworks. Let’s follow her 
technique and try to make a flat picture look like it has a lot of space by adding some 
distance too. How do we do this? By creating a foreground, a middle ground, and a 


background using the three different parts of a sheet of paper.

We don't know how most of the gods of the 
precolonial people in the Philippines were supposed 
to look. But we know about some of their beliefs 
through their art. The Manunggul Jar was supposed 
to hold the bones of people after they died (the relief 
of Tabon Cave in the first chapter gives you an idea of 
how they did this). On the Manunggul Jar’s cover is a 
small sculpture of people rowing a boat. This showed 
the person had gone on a long journey that he would 
not return from.

Artists often use people as symbols. Rizal made a sculpture of a woman 
standing on a skull and called it The Triumph of Science Over Death. Now 
the UP College of Medicine uses it as their symbol. 


What do you think expresses triumph in the sculpture? What represents 
death? The image may not look like doctors and scientists who fight 
against death with medical research, but the symbols give an idea of 
their mission. 


Symbols are created to represent ideas. The sun is a constant

used them more for fighting. But the bolo 
reminds us that not only was he a courageous fighter, but he 
was also a native Filipino with a simple background. After all, 
guns were an invention brought by the Spaniards. 


Another thing used to represent native Filipinos is the 
bahay-kubo. We have long used many other kinds of buildings 
for our homes. Still, the simple nipa hut remains to be a 
common representation of the Philippines or the countryside 
just like when Fabian de la Rosa painted this landscape over 
acentury ago.

Abdulmari Asia lmao 

Abdulmari lmao was the first Muslim National Artist for Visual Arts. He was a sculptor, 
painter, photographer, ceramist, documentary filmmaker, and cultural researcher, 

He was born on the small island of Sulu, where most people are fishermen and harvest 
much of their resources from the ocean. He used a lot of shapes and patterns related 
to the ocean in his paintings and sculptures. 


As most people notice, Imao’s artworks mostly show lots of repeated shapes forming 
birds, fishes, and ocean waves and the curly patterns commonly found in Islamic art.

Based on Abdulmari Imao’s Sarimanok Series paintings, geometric shapes were also 
used to draw this magical bird in the sample artwork — bird drawings on triangles that 
were formed by the crisscrossing lines that cut across the paper.

Texture mostly describes the surface of an artwork. It can be shown by drawing 

on a paper or created by using real materials on an artwork. Soft, smooth glass 

or a glossy water drop can be drawn using a pencil and eraser, a fuzzy cloth can be cut 
and attached to a canvas board, and a crumpled paper can be painted with blotches to 
make it even more rough and detailed. All of these are examples of texture used in art 

to make a project look more dynamic and express the artist’s ideas. Abad used a lot of 

texture in her pieces. In fact, her trapunto style’s objective is to utilize actual texture to 
create different layers on her masterpieces. 


Variety, on the other hand, is a principle of design that points out how different each 
element of an artwork is from others, and yet it helps create an interesting and dynamic 
masterpiece. With combinations of small to large sizes, bright to dark colors, etc., variety 
may seem like a bowlful of different vegetables that make up one delicious, colorful salad!

form with new colors, a new meaning, and purpose. And just like 

Ram Mallari’s “from old to new” technique, it is a great challenge to remake an old piece 
of metal or an object that has already exhausted its purpose. Looking at all angles of its 
length, width, and height, an artwork with 3D form has to express the artist's ideas 

on all of its sides. 


Steampunk is a style that is inspired by technology from the age of steam engines — 

in other words, the nineteenth to early twentieth century. It uses found objects like junk 
art, but has a clear antique look. Steampunk art uses lots of metal parts, some wood, 
glass, and leather unlike modern junk art, which mainly uses discarded objects from 
our everyday life, like Marika Constantino's Anything is Pussyble. Both styles show 

the artist's creativity in putting together objects they see around them to make 
something new. ‘
